Oatmeal Gems. — To two ;cups of 


rolled oats add k cup of sour milk and 
let them stand for several hours. They 
may bo prepared at night for break- 
fast, or during- the forenoon. for a sit 
o'clock dinner. When ready to bake 
add to the oats one beaten '6gg, one- 
half cup of molasses in which one tea- 
spoonful of soda has been dissolved, 
one cup of flour, and a lutle salt. Bake 
as soon as mixed. The loose rolled 
o'uts are much cheaper, than the pack- 
ago goods and can usually.be bought 
by tho pound at any reliable grocery.' 


Pota.to Soup. — Boil six potatoes and 


ono. 
onion; . when done sift .potatoes 


Into tho wat.er. in which they have been 
boiled; season with salt and pepper; 
mix a little flour In milk or water and 
stir In; just before taking .from the 
.stove add mlik to make it thin enough 
(three pints) and small piece of butter. 


Crumb Crust. — A crumb crust for a 


meat plo makes an agreeable change 
from the crust mado, like a biscuit 
dough, which is generally usod. Make 
the plo In tho usual manner, with lay* 
ors of seasoned meat and a generous 
supply of gravy or "stock. 
Have the 


bread crisp and put it through a meat 
chopper. Season the crumbs with salt, 
add a little melted butter, a beaten 
egg, 
and enough stock to thoroughly 


moisten them. Spread about an inch 
thick on the top of the pie. Cook 'for 
a short time, or until the plo is thor- 
oughly heated, with tho top covered, 
then remove the cover aud brown the 
crumbs. 
If the moat of the pie has 


absorbed tho gravy, send an extra' 
bowl of gravy to the table.

tlo thinner than biscuit; take the 
ing stock from the fire, drop dump- 
Hugs in ono at a time, then replace 
over the fire, cover them, and boil 20 
minutes; take up aud serve Immedi- 
ately. 
If care Is taken about having 


stock stop boiling before putting them 
In, and then keeping them boiling 'the 
20 mlnutos they .will be light and de- 
licious. 


Date and Rhubarb Pie.— One pound 


of dates, one quart of canned rhubarb, 
throe-quarters cup of sug'ar. 
Strain 


the rhubarb and stone, the dates. Chop 
the two together, add the sugar,' mii 
thoroughly, and bake ' between two 
crusts. This makes two pies. 


One-Egg Layer Cake. 


One egg, one cup powdered sugar; 


nno cup milk, three cups flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-half salt- 
spoon salt; flavor; mix the sugar'and 
egg woll together, add the milk; have 
flour, baking powder and salt weli sift- 
ed together; combine and flavor. 


For a dark layer take a part of the' 


dough already'prepared and idd one 
or two teaspoons cocoa and one of 
powdered sugar.
